WASHINGTON, March 22.—Asscciate Justice 
Stanley Matthews died at 10:05 this morning. 
The last change in the condition of Justice 
Matthews. ecourred yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’ciock. In tie morning he had been feeling 
quite comfortable and cheerful. At that hour, 
however, intense pain occurred and never left 
himunti! death brought relief. Dr. William 
\W. Johnston was summoned, and, finding his 
patient sufferii.g so intensely, administered 
Opiates,which, toward morning, induced a state 
ness, in which he remained 
until the end. Occasionally he would par- 
tially revive and recognized the loved ones 
near him .by a glance or a pressure of the 
hand, but a relapse soon foHowed. 
AROUND THE SICK-BED. 

For a number of hours previous to death he 
was practically unconscious. In his last hours 
ihe dying justice was surrounded by the mem- 
bers of his family, who have been with him 
througnout his illness—Mrs. Matthews; his 
daughters, Miss Matthews and Miss Eva Mat- 
Paul Matthews, and Mr, 
C. B. Matthews, his brother, of Cincinnati, 
who came to Washington a week or ten days 
ago.

The justice 
was everacheerful and hopeful patient, and 
natur: euibers of his family endeavy- 
ored to be as cheerful and hopeful as he, and 
it Was owing to his own belief that the favora- 
ble reports of the past week were given to 
those who inquired after his health. 

Ouly yesterday morning Justice Matthews 
was discussing witir his family various plans 
forthe future, when he should be able, as in 
the past, to take part in their execution. ‘But 
at no time since his return to Washington,” 
said one of the family this morning, ‘have we 
really feltthat there was hope of his recovery.”

A Large Conflagration at Dover, N. H.—Sev- 
eral Firemen Injured.

He Says Dr. Knappe Did What He Did on 
His Own LKesponsibility—-Germany 
Wants Peace, Ete., Ete. 


Bertin, March 22.—The government has’ 
issued a white book on Samoan affairs. If 
shows that on March 9th, Prince Bismare 
wrote to Herr Siebel, the newly appointed 
consul of Germany to Samoa, describing the 
conduct of Dr. Knappe, his predecessor in 
office, as lacking in calmness and coolness and 
as contrary to the lmes of Emperor William’s 
policy, with which Knappe had been well 
acquainted. Knappe, Bismarck wrote, ap- 
parently lost his head, owing to the letter 
from Herr Branders, Tamasese’s prime min- 
ister, which was published in the last white 
book in the presence of three men-of-war at 
Samoa, Referring to Knappe’s subsequent 
proposal to annex Samoa, Bismarck reiterates 
his views that to seek to effect a change in the 
political situation in Samoa without the con- 
sent of England and America, would not ac- 
cord with the treaty arrangements. Knappe’s 
action reverting to the question of annexation, 
is incomprehensible, because his experience 
and iustructions ought to have shown him that 
his desire to annex Samoa was opposed to the 
policy conducted by the chancellor in conform- 
ity with the emperor’s intention. Knappe 
justified the arrest of the Englishman Gallien, 
on the ground that the latter had recommend- 
ed Mataafa to apply to Mr. Grey, ex-governor 
of New Zealand, for assistance. Investigation 
proved that Mr. Gallien was not aware of the 
significance of his act. 

Bismarck, in his letter to Herr Stubel, 
further said that Knappe was neither author- 
ized to declare war nor martial law, and in 
any case, there could be no question of enforc- 
ing the latter against foreigners. His conduct 
both toward the agents of other powers and 
the natives, lacked the calmness and coolness 
indispensable for the correct treatment of in- 
ternational questions. His repeated official 
assumption that the German government had 
authorized such a proceedure on his part rests 
on wilful conception or mistake, which it is 
difficult to explain.

HARCOURT AND WEBSTER. 


Sir Vernon Worries the Attorney General 
Considerably. 


LONDON, March 22.—In the house of com- 
mons today, Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
resuming the discussion regarding the Parnell 
commission, declared that Attorney General 
Webster’s identification with the comunission 
had destroyed the impression that the govern- 
ment would be impartial and had added 
weight to the Times’ charges. If the attorney 
general had not advised the government, par- 
liament should not vote a salary for services 
he had not performed. He condemned the at- 
torney general’s apology for the Pigott forger- 
ies aS mean, contemptible and disgraceful. and 
expressed the hope that he would make a 
better apology. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL RISES. 

Attorney-General Webster replied that but 
for the duy he owed those who trusted him, 
he would not have noticed the charges made 
by Harcourt.If he were capable of the conduct 
imputed to him, he would be a disgrace to the 
English bar. He was private counsel for the 
Times. It wasimmaterial whether he had 
been right or wrong in assuming that position, 
although it was doubtful whether he had been 
prudent. 

A Guestion for Webster. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt wanted to 
know whether the attorney-general had a let- 
ter in which Pigott admitted his inability to 
stand cross-oxamination. If Soames had that 
letter and kept it from the knowledge of the 
attornev-general, he (Itarcourt) had no hesita- 
tion in saying that the name of Soames ought 
to be struck off the rolls. The attorney-gen- 
eral would doubtless now tell the house when 
he first learned of. Pigott’s character, and 
whether he was informed when Houston 
burned Pigott’s correspondence. 

In the course of the attorney-general’s reply, 
the chairman called upon Xavier O’Brien to 
retire for interrupting.

Harcourt’s argument that 
counsel ought to satisfy himself of the accu- 
racy of the statements a witness would make, 
was preposterous. He aceused Harcourt of 
asking questions in this manner because 
he knew that acertain section of the press 
was only too ready to turn suggestions into ac- 
cusations. For instance, there was his ques- 
tion as to whether the attorney-genera!l sug- 
gested that Pigott should see Daly. He never 
heard of the visit till two nights ago. Regard- 
ing Pigott, the attorney-general argued that 
he had no right to keep him from the witness 
box because he said he could not stand a cross- 
examination.

The French 
government is acting very cautiously regarding 
reconstruction of thesComptuir D’Escompte, 
whichis nicknamed by the Parisians “Le 
Panama des Riches.”’ 

Bourse closed firm today on the notice that 
a Russian loan would be issued on the 29th 
inst. More confidence prevailed generally and 
credit companies shares were higher. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

M. Rouvier, in the chamber of deputies, 
while admitting that commercial circles 
deemed the formation of the Comptoir D’Es- 
compte necessary, declared that the govern- 
ment would limit their participation to advice, 
leaving the Bank of France full freedom. The 
Comptoir D’ Escompte’s original paid up capi- 
tal and reserve, together with 4,000,000 pounds, 
are regarded as lost. The statute’s of the new 
Comptoir D’Escempte stipulates that its busi- 
ness shall be contined to discount and advance 
operations, and its functions limited to acting 
as an intermediary between cominercial firms 
aud the Bank of France.

It is significant that the greatest paper in 
the country should lead in urging this 
course on the government, and it is at the 
same time refreshing evidence that the sec- 
tional feeling engendered by the late war is 
dying out. 

The Herald manifests a broad and liberal 
spirit in the matter, which will be appre- 
ciated in the north as well asin the south. 
However, we do not believe that the time 
is yet ripe for the exhibition of such frater- 
nal kindness by the republicans of the 
north to the confederate veterans of the 
south, most of whom are democrats. The 
south has no reason to expect it; nor is it 
seeking such federal aid for its needy vet- 
erans, as the Herald would have extended 
them. It appreciates the spirit and the 
kind words which have been prompted by 
the appeal of the Texas committee, asking 
for donations for the confederate home in 
Austin. Every approving sentiment sent 
out from the north in the many kindly mes- 
sages which the appeal has called forth 
awakens new impulses to forget the past 
and rivet the union of the sections with re- 
newed bonds of close friendship and fra- 
ternal good will. 

But we doubt if the proposition the 
Herald makes will be even considered by 
the republican administration, though if 
anything should be done toward extending 
federal help to needy confederate veterans, 
the principal result from such action would 
be in the great national benefit that would 
accrue from such undisputed evidence that 
sectional animosity and war prejudices were 
things of the past.

ONE AGAINST TWO. 
How General Pryor Got the Best of Two 
Soldiers in Biue. 

From the New York Graphic. 

General Roger A. Pryor, who is coming Into 
new prominence in New York, was once & captive 
in the union lines, but had the good fortune to 
escape. It was during the battle between General 
Pope and a portion of the ecnfederate army near 
Manasses, in August, 1862. He had started off on 
foot to call up two or three regiments for reinforce~ 
ments. On his return he found his command moved 
from the position in which he had left it. Thinking 
it had gone ahead, he moved on too, wondering all 
the time where his men were. Suddenly he 
encountered two yankee soldiers, sitting at the foo 
ofa hayrick. He wore a Mexican poncho, which so 
covered bis uniform that they did _ not 
observe him as different from them-~ 
selves, There happened to be no 
upon his person to mark him as an oflicer. They 
inquired how things were going on at the front 
and he answered, ‘*Very well.”” In the conversa- 
tion that foilowed he found that he wasa mile and 
a half inside the union lines. They pressed bim 
with questions, some of which he was unable to an- 
swer satisfactorily, and presently they became sus- 
picious. He had been looking around meanwhile 
for means of escape. The muskets of the two men 
had been left against the hay near by. One had a 
bayonet, the other had not. The colloquy had 
proceededtoa point where one of the men asked 
sharply what regiment he belonged to, This, of 
couise, was more than the general could auswer 
without stammering and hesitating. The man 
sprang to his feet, exclaiming, “You are a 
blanked rebe! and my prisoner.’’ The general, 
whose nervous organization and wiry frame enabled 
him to move quickly, seized the gun with the bayo- 
net and ran his assailant down before he could get 
the othergun.

WILL FIGHT IT OUT. 


The Strikers at Fall River Hold a Large 
Meeting. 

Facy River, Mass., March 22.—Durfle and 
Pocasset mills report this morning a larger 
number of looms running than at any time 
since the strike, put at other mills the si:ua- 
tion remains the same and the number run- 
ning is not enough to effect the strike. There 
were some expectations of a break this mornj 
ing, but they were not realized. The strikers 
held a mass meeting at the park this morning 
and the attendance showed no change. Mem- 
bers of the executive committee explained 
the occasion of the visit of Mr. Barry, of the 
state board of arbitration, yesterday, and the 
failure of the efforts of the board to settle the 
strike through the refusal of the manufactur- 
ers to make any compromise. Secretary Con- 


nelly said: 

“This is a critical time. The mannfacturers 
ignored your appeal. They have now ignored 
the authority of the state board of arbitration} 
We have theright on ourside. We have 
made a statement of our position and the 
manufacturers cannot reply toit. The ques- 
tion is what are we goingto do? Shall we 
continue the fight?” 

[Shouts of “yes,” ‘*fight.’’} ‘Shall we con- 
tinue on the plan proposed by the executive 
committee?’ [Shouts of “yes.”] ‘We have 
the support of all cotton operatives and re- 
ceive encouragement and assistance. We 
want to impress upon you-the necessity of 
standing firmer than ever next Monday morn- 
ing as the manufacturers expect to seé a break 

The manufacturers hope to starve you 
into submission, but we expoct to receive as- 
sistance enough to enable you to continue the 
struggle.’”’ . . 

Other members of the executive committee 
gave encouraging reports of the results of the 
first day’s workof the collectors. Another 
meeting will be beld Monday morning. 

One thing that the mill men figure on In 
anticipating a break in the strike is that In the 
mills where the’ weavers are best paid the 
strikers had left considerable cloth in their 
looms. Clothis not paid for until off the 
looms, and where a weaver is running eight 
looms it is usually the case that several looms 
out of this number have the cuts nearly 
finished. This is the case at present, 
and the strikers have altogether several thou- 
sand dollars in wages still tied up in the idle 
looms. This pay will go to the weavers who take 
the looms, and the strikers, especially those who 
have the best places, are naturally anxious to 
get their old places back when the strike ends. 
The shrewd manufacturers are taking advant- 
age of this feeling to induce the weavers to re- 
turn. Atthe Seaconnet mills some weavers 
were sent into the mills and set to work. The 
report spread and several strikers at once ap- 
plied for their old places and went to work. 

THE FIRST TROUBLE. 

The first serious trouble of the strike oc- 
curred tonight at the Seaconnet mill. This 
mill is the only one which has made a deter- 
mined attempt torun with ‘‘knobstick”’ help, 
and the strikers there have been the only ones 
in the city to gather about the mill to make 
any disturbance. At the meeting of the strik- 
ers this afternoon, it was found that there was 
considerable defection from the ranks, and 
when the mill shut down tonight,the crowd 
near the mill gates and along the streets in the 
vicinity, numbered over a thousand. As the

The Good Book says that a house divided

ventors have no right of property in 
their writings. To give significance to his 
views, he quotes this phrase, as he calls it: 
‘The congress shall have power to promote 
the progress of science and useful arts by 
securing for limited times to authors and 
inventors the exclusive right to their re- 
spective writings and discoveries,”’ 

If Mr. Boutwell was competent to write 
on this subject—that is to say, if he under- 
stood what he is writing abont—he would 
know that copyright is the result of an 
agreement between the author and the goy- 
ernment. To secure the privilege of pro- 
tection by the government—such protection 
to be exercised in an extraordinary degree— 
the author waives the common law right of 
property which was his before the English 
law of copyright was passed. 

Previous to the passage of the English 
copyright law, the author possessed per- 
petual property right in his books; but he 
was too poor to defend that right—he had 
no power to assert it in distant communi- 
ties. Whereupon, upon the petition of 
authors, the British government undertook 
to protect them, and the law as it stands is 
the result of a compromise made for the 
mutual benefit of government and writer. 
The American law is based on the English 
law, and is the result of it. 

One of Mr. Boutwell’s arguments is to 
the effect that as it is no crime to reproduce 
a house, it can be no crime to repreduce a 
book. .Like the water-spider, Mr. Bout- 
well prefers to skim about on the surface of 
his subject. It is no crime to reproduce 
the.architectural design of a house, but 
when it comes to stealing the furniture out 
of it, that is another matter. Perhaps Mr.

Candidates Must File Papers.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Representative 
Funston, of Kansas, went to the postoffice depart- 
ment today and asked the appointment of a gentle- 
man he named to one of the largest offices in bis 
‘district. 

‘““Where are the papers?’ asked the postmaster- 
general. 

“There are none to be filed,” replied the repre~ 
sentative; ‘I haye them atmy room, and recom- 
mend this man to be appointed.” 

“Are there any other candidates?’ asked Mr. 
Wanamaker, 

“Several.” 

“Well, send me down all the papers and I will 
look them over before I make the appointment.’”’ 

“That has not been customary,” was the reply; 
“the department has always permitted the congress- 
man to make the recommendation, and has held 
him responsible. He knows more about the district 
and the signers to the petitions than the postmas- 
ters-general.”’ 

‘It is our rule,’”’ said Mr. Wanamaker, “to call 
for all the papers, and examine them, before mak- 
ing an appointment. It is very likely that we will 
select your man.’’ 

Mr. Funston declined to submit the papers, hold- 
ing that it was the prerogative of the congressmen 
to select the man he wanted among the several can- 
didates for office within his district, and that if the 
postmaster-general overruled his recommendation 
he would fight him in the senate, the house of rep- 
é sentatives, and on the street. Mr, Wanamaker, 
in reply, said that the postmaster-general proposed 
to share the responsibility, and did not intend to 
act merely asa clerk to fill out commissions as the 
congressmen called for them. Mr. Funston ap- 
pealed to the president, but the latter sustained the 
postmaster-general, and said the rule would be 
strictly enforced.

DULL FOR SPECULATORS, 


But a Good Week in Legitimate Trade—The 
Business Report, 

New York, March 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

In speculative departments indications are gener- 
ally gloomy, and reports from the interior show 
that in the distriLution of things there isa substan- 
tialimprovement. Heavy failures and losses at 
Pris, with the fear that the worst effects are not 
yet realized, the selling of securities on foreign 
account and the consequent depression in the stock 
market, though followed by some recovery, the 
continued fall in wheat and corn and weakness in 
cotton and coffee, have made the week a tiresome 
one formany speculators. But sigus of recovery 
in Jevitimate trade increase, and though in impor- 
tant branches the season has been exceptionally 
unfivorable, there is less dullness or depression 
than under the circumstances might have been 
expected.. Prices settle downward steadily, the 
decline for the week in the average of all commodi« 
tie:, having been about three-quarters of 1 per cent, 
and forthe month thus far about 1% percent, a 
change which tries speculative holders but facili- 
tates distribution. From three-quarters of the inte- 
rior cities reporting there come signs of some 
improvement in trade, though it ‘is not very great, 
but moderate and gradual, The outlook is gener- 
ally thought favorable, and at New Orleans it is re- 
ported that 

PLANTING IS UNDER GOOD HEADWAY, 
while in Dakota and Minnesota the preparation for 
seedingis fully a month ahead of last year. At 
Cleveland and some other points business is consid- 
ered better than last year’s, but there is a marked 
reaction at Pittsburg from the fuyorable tone of the 
past few weeks.

Dr. J.G. Armstrong delivered a series of 
lectures in Louisville a few daysago, which attract- 
ed widespread atiention among the cultivated peo- 
ple of Kentucky’s metropolis. The doctor lectured 
upon “Cesar” and ‘Faust,’’ and judging by the 
number of notices of the critics, made a deep im- 
pression. 
The newspapers contained synopses of the lec- 
tures. Incommenting upon the ‘Cesar’ lecture, 
the Courier-Journal said: 
A number of persons have lectured here on the 
Same character but none have treated it with 
such broad philosophy, or displayed the same 
amount of research and thoughtful consideration. 
The readings given from the play have not been 
surpassed by any heard here, not even excepting 
the best actors who have been seen here in these 
parts. Dr. Armstryng has a fine, deep, resonant 
voice, and his own comprehension of the spirit of 
passages he interprets makes his reading admir- 
ably clear. 
Of ‘‘Faust”’ the same paper says: 
The entertainment was such as could only appeal 
toathoughtful and cuitured assemblage, and the 
lecturer amply justified the reputation that had pre- 
ceded him, bya superb elucidation of the poem, 
whose full significance can not be even remotely 
approached in a single reading. 
It is impossible in a brief sketch to give an ade- 
quate idea of the scope or method of Dr. Armstron’s 
treatmentofthe subject, which is both scholarly 
and exhaustive. He uses Bayard Taylor’s transia- 
tion, which he considered the best, for quotations, 
and a delightful feature of the lecture was the beau- 
tiful and impressive reading of the lines used 
in illustration of the various points made. Dr. 
Armstrong was most warmly received by the audi- 
ence. He 1s not only a gracetul and easy speaker, 
but is exceedingiy forcible and lucid, and he throws 
‘an amount of enthusiasm into his work that carries 
his audience with him. His readingis so clear that 
the most o»vscure passages become luminous under 
his treatment,

The report of the inspector went upon re- 
cord, and the building was completed. 

The new danger which the inspectors have 
been investigating was made known by W. R. 
Joyner, chief ofthe fire department. Day be- 
fore yesterday an alarin of fire came from this 
Joyner responded. He 
discove ‘red smoke issuing from sume of the 
rooms and after his work was through, made a 
careful investigation, the result of ‘whic h was 
not at all satisfactory to him. His tour through 
the, building induced him to think itextremely 
dangerous “and at once he made the fact 
known to Mayor Glenn ina letter composed 
ip plain terms. 

The letter read: | 

MARCB, 21. 188%.—Hon. John T. Glenn, Mayor, 
Atiania, Ga.—Dear Sir: I would like w call your 
attention to the James building, corner Whitehall 
and Alabama streets. I am satisfied that every flue 
in the entire building is unsafe and dangerous, and 
it will, in my opinion, only be a question of time 
when those defective flues will fire the building, I 
consider them dangerous to lifeand property, “and 

BUpgest that immediate action be taken in the 
matter. I Was calledthere a few moments ago, 
found a room filled with smoke and also found 
smoke pouring out through cracksin the wall and 
around the window facings. I am called out to ex- 
amine those fluesonan average of about once & 
week. I consideritmy duty as chief of fire de- 
partment to notify you of the dangeaous condition 
of above building, and trust that you will bave the 
matter properly investigated without delay, for I 
cousider deiay dangerous. Respectfully, 

W. R. Joyner, Chief Fire Department. 

Mayor Glenn gave the letter a careful con- 
sideration and upon the back of it wrote: 

The building inspectors will inspect the building 

mentioned in the within communication and re- 
port the result. JOHN T. GLENN, Mayor. 

March 21, 1889. 

The letter with the instructions was trans- 
mitted to Mr. Gust E. Leo, chairman of the 
board of building inspectors, yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Leo at once called in Mr. Irby and 
Mr. Bruce, his associates, and, repairing to the 
building, they went through it carefully. 
They found what they consider serioos defects 
in the flues and prepared a report which they 
will submit to Mayor Glenn this morning. 

That report reads: 

We find, after a critical examination of the flue 
nextto the window where the smoke was secu 
escaping, that the woodwork in which to finish the 
window casings had been badly charred by being 
placed in the tiues, and we think the whole helght 
of the window is exposed to the same dangers, and 
also all the Windows on this floor near the chim. 
hevs., 

We wonld recommend thatan 8th fire clay fine 
lining be worked in by the windows of the 4th and 
Sth stories pear the windows, As we find the flues, 
they are very dangerous and should be remedied at 
ouce forthe public good,

After preparing the report Mr. Leo said: 

“We found the flues in a very bad condition. 
The timbers are in between the bricks in such 
a way that they are liable to catch fire at any 
time. Theiaws of Atlanta relative to the 
constraction of buildings are yery bad. In 
other cities building inspectors have authority 
to vo through buildings while they are going 
up ‘and see how they are constructed. If the 
work is not satisfactory, they have full power 
to change it, oreven stop it. We shall ask 
the council to give Atlanta the same law. We 
wil] send this in, too, in that connection.”’ 

We would respectfully ask that tne city laws be so 
amended as to control or describe the construction 
of buildings as regard to saicty; such as flues, party 
walls, piers, etc., within the city limits, as we see in 
our daily businsss and experience the necessity for 
such an ordinance, especially in the examination of 
the James building, which we haye been so recent- 
ly called to examine, 

We would, if requested, submit such an ordinance 
fur adoption by the city council at an early day.

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THE BAGGING TRUST. 


COMMISSIONER HE NDERSON MAKES 
SOME SUGGESTIONS. 


Jie Says That the Farmers Should not be Caught 
Napping This Year, an‘ Iuciines to the Opinion 
That the Bazging Made .From Pine Straw in 
Georgia Mills Will Furnish a Remedy for the 
Evil. 


“What do you know about the bagging sup- 
ply for the fall of 18897?” was asked of Com- 
missioner Henderson yesterday. 

‘*A bsolutely nothing.” 

“Have you made any inquiry about it?” 

“J have inquired of every one coming into 
the office likely to give any information, and, 
besides, J have written two letters to the 
Acme Mauufacturing company, at Wilming’ 
ton, N, ©., and I find all parties either wholly 
ignorant or reticent as to what is going on in 
that line.”’ 

“Well, what would you suggest should be 
done under the circumstances ?’ 

“If their attention has not been already 

called tuereto itis important, in view of the fact 
that they meet on the 4th of April, that the alli- 
ance should take some steps at once concerning 
this matter. It would be disastrous should 
they be cal ight napping again, aS was the case 
Jast faii.’’ 

“Do you think it would be likely to be 
worse for them than it was then?” 

“Of course 1 do. The combine among the 
jute manufacturers then formed will 
strencthen, not weaken by age, and instead of 
paying fourteen cents tor bagging, the farmer 
may ie driven to a large advance on that ex- 


+) 


orbitant price. 
“In that event, what, in youropinion, would 


be the remedy?” 

“The only remedy I know of is for the 
organized farmers, through imillis of their own, 
to engage in the manufacture of pine straw 
bagging, particularly if, after investigation, it 
is found that sufficient capital is not already 
invested in that now important branch of in- 
dustry.”’ 

“Do you think nothing else could be substi- 
tuted for the pine straw?” 

“Oh, yes, many other things would do quite 
as well, perhaps even better, You will proba- 
bly remember the Odenheimer cotton bagging 


which was manufactured in New Orleans init : 
‘as uséd then to the extent of the mill's | 


fall, w 
capacity, which 
about 15,000 yards 


capacity was only 
per day. It was 
then considered a good substitute for 
jute, some even preferring it to jute. 
The Lanier mills, near West Point, manu 
factured a kind of duck, also made of cotton, 
which answered a gvod purpose aud was used 
tothe extent of the mill’s capacity, but both 


of these fabrics are sold at figures too high for | 


the farmers. I was told by an operator at the 
Augusta exposition that they would be abie to 
produce the pine straw bagging at eight cents 
per yard. 

‘Probably for a new industry this might be 
considered a fair price. Certainly preferable 
to jute at 14 cents, or Odenheimer at 12 cents. 
Again, unless something like the straw is 
nsed- which is full up in the matter of weight 
--a readjustment of tlie tare would be neces- 
sary. 

“Por these two considerations, if no other, I 
rather lean tothe use of the straw bagging.” 

‘What amount of this bagging would be 
necessary to clothe the cotton crop of the 
south ?”’ 

“That question is very easy to answer. A\l]- 
lowing six yards to the bale, it would take 36,- 
000,000 ¥ sa to clothe 6,000,000 of bales, whic h 
is approximately the crop of the south. The 
crop was larger Jast year by 1,000,000 of bales.” 

‘You know then, of no other material at the 
south of which bagging could be made?”’ 
~ “Oh, yes, anumber of them. The Spanish 
maguey, a sample of which is now in my office, 
‘affords a fibre superior by far to pine straw or 
even jute. The banana leaf is also superior, 
iin my opinion, to jute, and 1 am told that either 
of these articles can be produced at a very low 
figure, almost a nominal cost. A gentleman 
‘from the lower part of the state suggested dur- 
‘ing last fallthat the saw palmetto from his 
section would make a fine substitate for jute, 

nd latterly, a gentlemau while in this office 
uggested bermuda grass as being equa! to any 
emergency.”

He then visited Mr. William Castle’s resi- 
dence, and there tried to get in, but Mr. Cas- 
tle scared him off with a shot gun. 

A little after one o’clock yesterday morning 
he reached the residence of Mr. C. E. Black. 
The latter was awakened by his trying to 
break into the house, and he went out into the 
yard, but could not see any one. 

THE MAN SHOT. 

A negro who lives near by came and called 
Mr. Biack, saying that somebody was trying 
to break into his house. 

Mr. Blacked armed himself with a pair of 
pistols, and again went out into the yard, 
when he discovered Cowan and called on him 
to halt. 

The man stopped and Mr. Black demanded 
to knew who he was and what he wanted.

‘Don’t shoot any more,” yelled the man as 
he tled in the darkness; and Mr. Black re- 
turned to the house, not knowing whether the 
man was hurt or not.
